with the emperor and his two sons. 
After his majesty had held a brief 
court, the empress appeared, dressed 
in a fawn-colored costume, and par- 
ticipated in the greetings. 


The jetty presented the gayest and 


most animated appearance and ac- 
commodated a large number of privi- 
leged spectators. 
Bunting and Ger- 


man and British flags »were displayed 
everywhere, 


While the piles of baggage were 


being landed the bands played Ger- 
man and British national airs. Soon 
after the dispatch of the train with 
the baggage and servants, the royal 
special train was drawn up and about 
eleven of the imperial

the naval and military officials. The 
empress was the recipient of a hand- 
some bouquet. The civic authorities 
were introduced to the emperor, who 
later inspected the troops and sailors 
forming the guard of honor.

playing national anthems and cheers 
from the crowds thronging

WHY CLOVER SEED IS HIGH. 


The high price at which the seed of 


sweet clover is at prent offered in our 
markets constitutes n great obstacle 
to its use ns a green manuring: crop. 
Recognizing- this fact, and wishing 
to determine whether the seed might 
not be more ^cheaply offered the Mas- 
sachusetts station allowed their crop 
of last year to mature. Thc sulphate 
of potash plot (two-fifteenths acre) 
gave n product of 43.5 pounds and 
the muriate plot 46.5 pounds of rath- 
er poorly cleaned seed. 
It is true 


that the season was unfavorable to 
the ripening of the seed; but the indi- 
cation of this single experiment is 
that the species cannot be counted 
upon for a liberal seed product, i 
that, therefore, the seed must remain 
high in price.
